U.S. Nuclear. 
Subs Faster, 
Says Expert 


WASHINGTON 
AP> — “We 
don’t believe it” w as the reaction 
today of a top Navy antisubm a­ 
rine w arfare authority to a Soviet 
claim that the Soviet Union has 
the world’s iastest fleet of nuclear 
subm arines. 
The authority, who did not w-ant 
to be quoted by nam e, said the 
Navy thinks the Soviets have a 
small fleet of nuclear subm arines. 
But he added: “ If they have a 
subm arine up to the state of the 
Nautilus we’d be surprised.” 
The Nautilus was the first nu­ 
clear subm arine. It was com m is­ 
sioned about seven years ago and 
the Navy since has evolved more 
advanced models. 
The U.S. fleet now' has 14 nu­ 
clear attack subm arines. A 15th 
will be com m issioned shortly. 
Thirteen others are in various 
stages of construction. Also with 
the fleet is a nuclear subm arine 
arm ed with 50O-mile-range Regu- 
lus guided m issiles. 
An increasingly im portant ele­ 
m ent of U.S. striking powder is the 
Polaris subm arine, capable of fir­ 
ing 
atomic-tipped 
rockets 
over 
1,200 miles. Six of these are at 
sea or close to com bat readiness. 
Thirteen m ore either have been 
liunched or are being built. 
The Navy has conceded the So­ 
viets the capability to build nu­ 
clear subm arines, but has not re­ 
ported sighting any. 
One authority estim ated the So­ 
viets are between seven and eight 
years behind the United States— 
in what he called a rudim entary 
state of the art. 
Navy sources scoffed at the So­ 
viet claim published by the Soviet 
newspaper Ivestia, 
that “ Soviet 
nuclear subm arines are the fast­ 
est in the world.” 
As one officer put it:

AP) — “We

Thirteen others are in various 
stages of construction. Also with 
the fleet is a nuclear submarine 
armed with 500-mile-range Regu­ 
lus guided missiles. 
An increasingly important ele­ 
ment of U.S. striking power is the 
Polaris submarine, capable of fir­ 
ing 
atomic-tipped 
rockets 
over 
1,200 miles. Six of these are at 
sea or close to combat readiness. 
Thirteen more either have been 
launched or are being built. 
The Navy has conceded the So­ 
viets the capability to build nu­ 
clear submarines, but has not re­ 
ported sighting any. 
One authority estim ated the So­ 
viets are between seven and eight 
years behind the United States—

The 
two companies were the principal employers in Ayer, a cent­ 
ral Massachusetts town of 15.000. 
Forced to Seek Jobs Elsewhere 
The Hartnett company, which employed 385 men arui wom­ 
en, was the town's largest private employer. International 
Purchasing, a rope processing firm, employed IO, Employees 
of the two firms were forced to seek jobs elsewhere. 
The town of Ayer stands to lose not only more than IOO 
workers, but an important source of tax income if the two 
companies do not rebuild their plants. 
$4,000,000 Loss 
The fire, which destroyed the two plants and six multi­ 
family homes, rolled up a property loss of $4,000,000. Frank 
C. Harmon, Chairman of the town’s Board of Selectmen, 
said it was impossible to determine what the long-range 
economic loss would be.

According to the Missouri High­ 
way Patrol, drivers who consistent­ 
ly obey traffic laws, and continue 
to do so. Friday. October 13. will 
be just another day. Col. Hugh H. 
Waggoner, the Superintendent said, 
‘ Good drivers who obey traffic 
laws have nothing to fear from 
the Point System Law. The Law 
provides a method to determine a 
driver’s proneness to violate traffic 
laws and to m easure the serious­ 
ness of law violations. Drivers who 
do violate traffic laws will upon 
conviction suffer the penalties pro­ 
vided by the law and will have 
their privilege to drive in our state 
suspended or revoked.” 
Under the Point System, a driv­ 
er will have his license sus|>cnded 
when eight points in 18 months 
are accumulated 
The suspension 
period is for not less than 30 days 
nor more than 90 days. A drivers 
license is revoked with the accu­ 
mulation of 12 points in 12 months 
18 points in 24 months or 24 points 
in 36 months. 
Convictions for driving while in­ 
toxicated. leaving the scene of an 
accident and any felony involving 
tho use of a motor vehicle, have 
a point value of 12 which would 
require revocation of the drivers 
license. When a driver is convict­ 
ed the second time for intoxicat­ 
ed driving, his period of revoca­ 
tion is for five years; and upon 
the third such conviction, the re­ 
vocation is for life. 
The Point System Law rewards 
wayward drivers 
for 
improving 
their traffic habits. When a driv­ 
er with accumulated points goes 
for a jieriod of one year with no 
convictions for moving violations, 
the points on his record will be 
reduced by one third. A 
second 
consecutive year with no convic­ 
tions will reduce the remaining 
ixunts by one half and after the 
third year wild no convictions, the 
remaining points will be cancelled. 
The Patrol b u lla n undent also 
I join ted out another provision in 
the law advantageous lo the driver. 
Col. Waggoner said that when a 
driver has lour points assessed 
against his record, he will be ad­ 
vised by uie Drivers License De­ 
partment ot his standing. ‘ There 
is positively no reason a driver 
can't improve in hts driving con­ 
duct atter he has- been warred 
that he is in ganger “of losing his 
privilege 
to 
a n vc,"™" Waggoner 
said, “ in tact, there Is no good 
reason a driver should receive the 
first four points." 
The Patrol Commander said that 
the Point System Law is no magic 
formula that will eliminate traffic 
deaths in Missouri. He said, “While 
the law has provisions that can 
cause a driver to lose his license, 
we ho;* it will have the opposite 
effect. We hope it will encourage 
drivers to improve in their trai- 
fie habits and help lower the tra­ 
gic number of i»eople killed each 
year in Missouri.

The help we get does 
not want to work, especially in the 
summer, when they go on unem­ 
ployment.” 
It this was the only case of its 
kind in the w hole country this year 
it would be enough to demand a 
revision of the regulations that a1 
low it. But there are others like it. 
Some very similar cases have oc 
cured in Memphis. 
Violation of the laws protecting 
the funds for the unemployed oc­ 
cur, too. There are ** a dozen or 
so" prosed:lions by the Memphis 
employment security office each 
year. 
We doubt very much that Men: 
phis is special. In fact we have 
indications that abuses are worse 
elsewhere 
It saems to us there are at least 
three things to do about it. 
One if for e v e r one to lend a 
hand in stopping the 
idea that 


workers have put some money into 
this fund. Far too many have an 
attitude that they have put aside 
some loafing money and have a 
right to take it easy while using up 
their money. 
The worker puts nothing into this 
account. It 
is collected 
entirely 
from employers, as a special tax 
on pay rolls. 
Neither do Federal income taxes 
contrbute to it. The money from 
Washington is for the office rent 
and the salaries of office workers. 
It is easy to think of it as part of 
the Social Security system, but in 
this case it is really a group of 
state systems, each state having its 
own organization and collecting the 
money within its borders. 
It would be in the public interest 
it every time the false idea comes 
up the theory of wages withheld 
for “rocking chair*’ purposes—it 
was knocked down with Ute facts 
The second suggestion is a let­ 
ter-writing demand on each memb­ 
er of the House and senator that 
the Federal laws authorizing these 
state 
systems be examined 
for 
flaws before expansion is voted. 
There is before Congress a propos­ 
al to allow the states to pay more, 
pay it longer and of course tax 
businessmen more for the added 
coat. This additional cost could be 
a billion dollars a year, if all the 
state* use the promised changes.

Before I go any further, this 
needs to be said. My comments 
in this particular column are of 
course not to bo taken as the of­ 
ficial stand of the church. They 
are strictly my personal vjews. 
Yes, I am glad that the House 
Rules Committee voted as it did. 
But do not misunderstand me. I 
am for the best possible education 
for every American boy or girl. I 
know about the 
rising costs 
of 
education. What American bishop 
does not? I want all to be done 
that possibly can be done to get 
he best 
possible 
education 
for 
*very American. This goes for stu­ 
dents in public as well as paro­ 
chial schools. 
I am aware that to kill the Fed­ 
eral aid to education bill will also 
kill the bill providing for Federal 
loans to Catholic schools at favor­ 
able internet. Nevertheless I am 
glad — glad because I am afraid 
of Federal aid to education. 
In the first piece I see no real 
need for Federal aid. In no state 
of my acquaintance is there such 
a need. In each such case the 
state and local school districts can 
care tor the existing needs. Nor 
have I seen a need probed tor oth­ 
er states—states with which I am 


not personally familiar. 
In the second place, we must not 
think that Federal aid is something 
for nothing. This money must come 
from somewhere. Sooner or later 
it must be paid by the American 
taxpayer. 
I also believe that Federal aid 
will cost more. I mean that less 
school aid will come from the Fed­ 
eral dollar than from the school 
district dollar. Considerably less. 
In the third place, I am of the 
opinion that Federal control of edu­ 
cation will inevitably follow Fed­ 
eral aid. This is what I fear most 
of all. I cannot prove this state­ 
ment. but I am convinced ot it. 
I am afraid that when aid is 
given by tile Federal government, 
the Federal government will begin 
to regulate education, and dic­ 
tate to it arbitrarily. This will be 
most objectionable. 
On the other hand, I believe 
that all necessary regulatioon can 
be made just as well within the 
state. Moreover, it will be far saf­ 
er. 
My fear of this is increased from 
what happpenod in Nazi Germany 
and Fascist Italy. Also from what 
has happened and is happening to 
education in Russia, China 
the 
satellite countries and Cuba. Most 
assuredly the United States is not 
Fascist, 
Nazi, 
or 
Communist,

Once again we are approaching 
j Fire Prevention Week over the na­ 
tion. It is Oct. 8-14. Once again 
comes the annual push in schools, 
before civic groups, in the churches 
and many other places to urge 
men and women and children to 
use a little common sense to pre­ 
vent fires. 
Fire safety is mostly a matter 
or examining your premises now 
and then with an eye to fire ha- 
jzards; of reminding families that 
there could be a fire that could 
raze their home and perhaps in­ 
jure its residents.

All over the house the electrical 
outlets and wiring are due for a 
periodic examination.

Once again we are approaching 
Fire Prevention Week over the na­ 
tion. It is Oct. 8-14. Once again 
comes the annual push in schools, 
before civic groups, in the churches 
and many other places to urge | 
men and women and children to I 
use a Uttle common sense to pre­ 
vent fires. 
Fire safety is mostly a m atter 
or examining your premises now 
and then with an eye to fire ha-; 
zards; of reminding families that 
there could be a fire that could. 
raze their home and perhaps in­ 
jure its residents. 
Today’s Health, the magazine of 
the American Medical Association 
offers a few5 basic pointers for fire | 
safety in its October issue. Treat­ 
ment of more or less severe burns 
is a common part of medical prac­ 
tice for physicians everywhere. 
The basement and the attic are 
traditionally 
the 
catch-alls 
f o r 
junk and rubbish. Fire Prevention 
Week is a good time to do a thor-; 
ough cleaning job on both areas of 
your home. Throw5 out old news- 
l>apers and magazines, old clothes, 
and rags, worn out toys and furni­ 
ture. While you’ree cleaning the 
basement, do a cleaning job on 
the furnace and make certain it is 
running smoothly- Keep the cans 
of paint and turpentine well away 
from the furnace. 
All over the house the electrical 
outlets and wiring are due for a 
periodic examination. Worn elec­ 
trical cords .should be replaced, 
along with battered plugs and sock­ 
ets. Do you have three or four 
lamps or fixtures plugged into one 
socket? An overload can start a 
fire. 
Accumulated grease in the kit­ 
chen stove causes m any home fires. 
Clean the range. It needs cleaning 
anyway and the kitchen will be 
much safer. Are the matches on a 
high shelf, out of reach of child­ 
ren? 
The garage is another favorite 
spot for storing rubbish and junk, 
Clean out the garage and get rid 
of the junk before winter sets in. 
If there are some cans of paint 
left over from the summer’s re­ 
novations, throw them away. Or, 
at least, make certain the lids are 
tight. 
Clean up around the yard and re­ 
move all trash, grass cuttings and 
leaves that will burn. A fire in 
the yard could easily spread to the 
house. If you burn the outdoor 
trash and leaves, have an adult 
present and a garden hose attach­ 
ed and ready if needed. 
There are other fire safety pre­ 
cautions, but most householders 
already know them. The important 
thing is to be aware of the danger 
of fire and to make your home as 
safe as possible.
